In many kinds of legal action a 
writ of Habeas Corpus is men¬ 
tioned. The Habeas Corpus Act was 
passed in the reign of Charles II 
to safeguard i citizen from wrong¬ 
ful detention, or indefinite im¬ 
prisonment at the behest of a 
ruler. In brief, it provides that a 
prisoner has the right to be told 
before a judge exactly why he has 
been arrested. If the reason for 
the arrest is valid, the judge must 
name a date for the trial; If’not, 
the judge must free the prisoner. 

Before this Act was passed it 
was common practise for a mon¬ 
arch to order the arrest of any¬ 
one who was guilty of no greater 
crime than dlspleaglng him.
